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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a computer- 
implemented method for numeric simulation of an electronic circuit influenced by noise 
comprising: numerically simulating the electric circuit using a model including a detail of 
generating a continuous or discrete noise vector of 1/f distributed random numbers 
present on the noise input channel including determining accorded covariance matrix C in 
function of simulation time, a desired spectral value, and intensity constant; determining 
a variable a in function of the inverted covariance matrix; and determining a variable \i in 
function of previous vector and covariance matrix accordingly as seen in independent 
claims 1 and 2 respectively.
